Dear Mr. Mayor: 

The Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne has 
unanimously instructed me to communicate to you its great 
displeasure with the manner in V7hich the subject contract 
was handled. 


To review the facts, by letter dated September 5, 
1972, the members of the Board of Public.Works requested 
the office of the .City Attorney to prepare an ordinance to 
be introduced during the meeting of the Common Council on 
September 12, 1972, in which the Council would be asked to 
approve the subject contract. By letter dated September 14, 
1972, Dr. Jerry D. Bosv/ell, Chairman of the Board of Public 
Works, advised the Common Council that the City of Fort Wayne 
cannot receive certain benefits from the proposed contract 
"until the agreement is approved". Since he then asked for 
advance approval of the agreement by the nine members of the 
City Council, we conclude that the approval to which he re¬ 
ferred was that of the City Council. 


On approximately September 15, 1972, prior to having 
received the approval of the City Council, the Board of Public 
Works executed the subject contract. When doing so, the Board 
of Public Works must have been cognizant of the embarrassment 
that their action would cause to the members of the City 
Council. By House Memorandum, dated September 29, 1972, a 
copy of which was received by this office on October 3, 1972, 
the City Attorney advised you that the approval of this con¬ 
tract by the City Council was not necessary. The opinion also

accurately quotes Burns' Indiana Statutes, 48-1475, in part, as 
follows: 

" *** no power belonging to one branch of govern- 
; ment shall be exercised by the other branch thereof." 

If, as Mr. Keller stated, the Board of Public Works has the 
power to execute the subject contract without the approval 
of the Common Council of this city, any action taken by the 
Common Council to approve or disapprove the subject contract 
would have been a meaningless gesture and, possibly, be under¬ 
stood by some to be an attempt by it to exercise a power belong 
ing to the Executive Branch of the City Government and, conse¬ 
quently, a violation of the quoted part of Burns' Indiana Stat¬ 
utes, 48-1475. For that reason, and others, the standing com¬ 
mittee on Public Works of the Common Council has recommended 
that the ordinance be withdrawn without any action thereon. It 
is anticipated that the ordinance will be withdrawn during the 
meeting of the Common Council now scheduled for the Franklin 
Junior High School on the evening of October 10, 1972. 

Although Mr. Keller's Memorandum recognizes the 
general distinction between the powers of the Executive and 
Legislative branches of City government, it does not directly 
deal with what, if any, responsibility the Common Council has 
with regard to expenditures of this size and the contract 
which creates the City's obligation to expend funds. So that 
the Common Council may have a more clear understanding of its 
responsibility in this area, I have been instructed to seek 
a ruling on this question from the Indiana State Board of 
Accounts. The Common Council has no desire to avoid its 
responsibility but, likewise, is not willing to be used as 
a shield. 


The members of the Council feel strongly that, when 
it receives an ordinance requested by the Executive branch of 
government and approved as to form and legality by the City 
Attorney, the action of the City Council on the question 
presented by the ordinance is required and that its action 
with regard thereto will not constitute a usurpation of the 
powers vested in the Executive branch of the government. 

The City Council considers its time too valuable to be 
squandered on considering questions which do no require its

consideration. If its action with regard to a proposed 
ordinance will be meaningless, the Council prefers not to 
waste its time considering the question merely so that the 
Executive branch of the Administration will have some other 
body with which to share responsibility in the event that 
the decision by the Executive branch of government is 
erroneous. 


The Common Council respectfully requests that, in 
the future, when the Executive Branch of the government has 
determined to take certain action which it has the power to 
take, the Common Council not be involved in a meaningless, 
pretended approval or disapproval of that action. The Council 
wishes to rely upon the understanding that ordinances will not 
be forwarded to it unless its action with regard to that ordi¬ 
nance is required and that the approval of the City Attorney 
as to form and legality includes his opinion that the action 
of the Common Council on the proposed ordinance is necessary 
and v/ill not constitute a violation of the above-cited section 
of Burns' Indiana Statutes, 48-1475. By the same token, the 
Council has instructed me to caution the Executive Branch of 
the government against any attempted usurpation of the powers 
of the Common Council.

Dear Mr, Mayor: 

The Common Council of the City of Fort Nayue has unanimously instructed me 
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to communicate to you its great displeasure with the manner in which the subject 
contract was handledo 

To review the facts, by letter dated September 5, 1972, the members of the 
Board of Public Works requested the office of the City Attorney to prepare an 
ordinance to be introduced during the meeting of the Common Council on September 
12, 1972, In which the Council would to asked to approve the subject contract. 

By letter dated September 14, 1972, Dr, Jeriy D, Boswell, Chairman of the Board 
of Pnblic Works, advised the Common Council that the City of Fort Wayne cannot 
receive certain benefits from the proposed contract"until the agreement is 
approved". Since he then asked for advance approval of the agreement by the 
nine members of the City Council, we conclude that the approval to which he 
referred was that of the the City Council, 

On approximately September 15, 1972, prior to having received the approval 
of the City Council, the Board of Public Works executed the subject contract. 

When doing so, the Board of Public Works must have been cognizant of the embarrass 
ment that their action would cause to the members of the City Council, By 
House Memorandum, dated September 29, 1972, a copy of which was received by this 
office on October 3, 1972, the City Attorney advised you that the approval of this 
contract by the City Council was not necessary. The opinion also accurately 
quotes Burns' Indiana Statutes, 4^-1475, in part, as follows; 

11 %%* no power belonging to one branch of govern¬ 
ment shall be exercised by the other branch thereof," 

If, as Mr. Keller stated, the Board of Public Works has the power to 
execute the subject contract without the approval of the Common Coupcil of this 
city, any action taken by the Common Council to approve or disapprove the subject 
contract would have been a meaningless gesture and, possibly, be understood 
by some to be an attempt by it to exercise a power belonging to the Executive 
Branch of the quoted part of Burns' Indiana Statutes, 48-1475, For that reason, 
and others, the standing committee on Public Works of the Common Council has 
recommended that the ordinance be withdrawn without any action thereon. It is 
anticipated that the ordinance will be withdrawn during the meeting of the 
Common Council now scheduled for the Franklin Junior High School on the evening 
of October 10, 1972, 

Although Mr, Keller's Memorandum recognizes the general distinction between 
the powers of the Executive and Legislative branches of City government, it 
does not directly deal with what, if any, responsiblity the Common Council has 
with regard to expenditures of this size and the contract which creates the 
City's obligation to expend funds. So that the Common Council may have a more 
clear understanding of its responsiblity in this area, I have been instructed to 
seek a ruling on this question from the Indiana State Board of Accounts, The 
Common Council has no desire to avoid its responsiblity but, likewise, is not 
willing to be used as a shield. 

The members of the Council feel strongly that, when it receives an ordinance 
requested by the Executive branch of government and approved as to form end 
legality by the City Attorney, the action of the City Council on the question 
presented by the ordinance is required and that its action with regard thereto 
will not constitute an usurpation of the powera vested in the Executive branch 
of the government. The City Coucil considers its tline too valuable to be 
squandered on considering questions which do no ^require its consideration. If 
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its action with regard to a proposed ordinance will be meaningless, the Council 
prefers not to waste itstime considering the question merely so that the 
Executive branch of the Administration will have some other body with which to 
share responsiblity in the event that the decision by the Executive branch of 
government is erroneouso 

The Common Council respectfully requests that, in the future, when the 
Executive Branch of the government has determined to take certalh action which 
it has the power to take, the Common Council not be involved in a meaningless, 
pretended approval or disapproval of that action. The Council wishes to rely 
upon the understanding that ordinances will not be forwarded to it unless 
its action with regard to that ordinance is required and that the approval of 
the City Attorney as to form and legality Includes his opinion that the action 
of the Common Council on the proposed ordinance is necessary and will not 
constitute a violation of the above-cited section of Burns' Indiana Statutes, 
48-1475o ^ the same token, the Council has instructed me to caution the 
Executive Branch of the government against any ^ attempted usurpation of the powers 
of the Common Council,,
